AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH. 


In a recent report by the Canadian Commercial Agent at Mel- 
bourne (Mr. D. H. Ross), it is stated that there 
is a large import business done in dining-room 
tables, the bulk of the supplies being of United 
States manufacture. In packing, “the tables 
are ‘‘ knocked down,” the legs and tops being in separate cases. 
In some instances two 6-feet tables are packed complete in one 
case measuring about 165 cubic feet. The demand is good, both 
for better class goods and for those made of imitation or stained 
woods. 

Dining-room chairs to match tables are required, and especially 
is this the case in the better qualities. The prices of the ordinary 
and carver chairs should be quoted for each article. The Austrian 
bent wood chairs, with cane seats, are now rather unpopular for 
dining-rooms, the demand being for something superior. ‘There 
is, therefore, a distinct demand for dining-room chairs, quite inde- 
pendent of tables. Mr. Ross states that he has been asked for 
illustrations and price-lists for finished chairs “ knocked down ” 
for export, and also for prices of the frames unfinished ‘in white.”

BRITISH WEST INDIES. 


A circular letter has been addressed by the Superintendent of 
Commercial Agencies to the Canadian Com- 
Boots and Shoes. mercial Agents in the British West Indies, 
asking for information as to the trade in boots 
and shoes in those Islands. The following particulars are extracted 
from the replies received :— 
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The Commercial Agent in Jamaica (Mr. G. E. Burke) reports 
that the class and style of goods most in demand are ladies’ glacé 
bar shoes, both low and high heels, of various grades; ladies’ 
court shoes; ladies’ mock kid and tan Oxfords; ladies’ button, 
lace, and elastic side boots; girls’ glacé lace and button boots; 
men’s black and tan lace, button, and elastic side boots and shoes ; 
men’s Oxfords (black, patent, and tan); men’s court shoes ; men’s 
white canvas and buckskin boots and shoes; boys’ and youths’ 
- gatin and box calf boots and shoes, also in canvas. Some demand 
also exists for rubber soles, as also for slippers of every description 
for ladies and gentlemen. 

The better and middle grade should be placed in separate card- 
board boxes, then packed in convenient sized cases, paper-lined. 
The wrapping, in all grades, should be of an attractive nature. 
Invoices must always disclose the exact contents of each case. 

The lowest grades, on which the closest retail profits are 
made, find the best sale. Appearance would seem to be every- 
thing, the question of durability taking second place with this 
particular class of trade. 


The Commercial Agent for St. Kitts, Nevis and Virgin Islands 
(Mr. 8. L. Horsford) reports that, as regards class, style and grade 
what is wanted in those isiands is a medium priced boot, suitable 
for the middle and labouring classes, ranging in value from the 
cheapest to, say, two dollars per pair. For ladies, what are known 
as Oxfords, polish and buttoned, and for gentlemen, Balmoral and 
Oxfords, in Dongola leather, are the kinds mostly in demand. 
There is also some enquiry for children’s boots and shoes, and for 
slippers of various makes. ach pair should be packed in a 
separate cardboard carton, and these in wooden cases or trunks. 


Mr. R. Bryson, Commercial Agent for Antigua, Montserrat and 
Dominica, reports that the United States are wresting the boot 
and shoe trade from England by the superior finish of their goods. 
Buyers are guided much more by the eye than anything else, and 
while the English boot may (and probably does) wear longer, the 
more attractive appearance of the American article gives it the 
preference. 

The bulk of the trade in his Agency is in the cheapest classes of 
black leather boots and shoes, both men’s and ladies’, invoiced at 
about 90 cents first cost. There is also a sale for slightly superior 
goods at from 1 dol. to 1°50 dols., while there is also a small trade 
in superior tan leather men’s boots and ladies’ shoes. 

Ordinary packing cases containing about three dozen pairs are 
the most suitable form of packing. Lach pair should, of course, 
be in acarton. Both cartons and cases should be free.

REPORT ON THE SHAN STATES IN 1903-4. 


The Board of Trade have received from the India Office a copy 
of the report on the Administration of the Shan States in 1903-4, 
from which the following particulars have been extracted :— 

The Northern Shan States have enjoyed a very prosperous year, 
the rapid development of railway traffic on the Mandalay-Lashio 
line having contributed to this. The exports by railway to Burma 
were valued at 51 lakhs, or an increase of 12 lakhs over the figures 
of 1902-3. The demand for pickled tea was remarkable, the trade 
in it expanding by 7 lakhs, while that for dry tea rose by 34 lakhs. 
The cultivation of the latter is extending rapidly now that carriage 
has been cheapened. The through trade with China also improved, 
the caravans plying to and from the railway, to which the pack- 
bullock serves as a feeder. More journeys can now be made, as 
the traders have not to travel so far inland as Mandalay. 
Unluckily the safety of life and property in Western China is not 
well-assured, and one caravan at least was looted at the Kunlon 
Ferry on the Salween. The Northern Shan States are being 
opened out by good roads, one of which will run from Lashio 
towards the Salween, and the Chiefs are being encouraged to 
undertake works of this kind. 

It is believed that the country is rich in minerals, and no fewer 
than 15 applications for prospecting licences were received 
during the year. Gold is principally sought for, but no paying 
reefs have yet been discovered. ‘The w ashing oi alluvial deposits 
in the vallev of the Nam River is, however, being undertaken by 
a Rangoon firm, and this experiment will be watched with interest. 
The extraction of lead from the enormous amount of slag left by 
Chinese workers in old silver mines is also to be begun by the 
Great Eastern Mining Company, and very sanguine hopes are 
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entertained of this enterprise. The Railway Company are exploring 
the Lashio coal-field, a work even more important than the casual 
prospecting for gold. The Northern Shan States with their pro- 
ducts of teak, lac, and rice need cheap carriage by rail, and this « can 
best be secured by the discovery of good coal-seams near the line. 

From the report on the Southern Shan States it appears that 
outside of the Myelat many States have made satisfactory progress 
in improving communications. On the other hand Sir Hugh 
Barnes (the Lieutenant-Governor of Burma) regrets to notice that 
both in Ming Nai and in Kengtung the interests of the people 
have not in this respect been sufficiently considered. The opening 
up of communications within and between the States is a matter 
of much importance to the future development of the natural 
resources of the country, more especially if the construction of a 
railway to Taunggvi, which is again under consideration, should 
meet with approval. Sir Hugh Barnes regards the construction 
of this railway as of great moment to the future welfare and 
prosperity of the Southern Shan States. The Chiefs have recently 
submitted a joint memorial on the subject pointing out its great 
importance, and though it is satisfactory to note that the past 
year was one of good crops and of improved trade, experience 
tends to show that until a cheap and easy means of communication 
is provided with the markets of Burma there is no sufficient 
incentive to, and no immediate prospects of, any large extension 
of cultivation. 

In the States as a whole crops were good, owing to the heavy 
rainfall. In the Myelat the Russian sun-flower was tried for the 
first time with good results. Oil extracted from the seed was con- 
sidered excellent for culinary purposes. In the Central division 
experiments were made with tea and coffee seed supplied by 
Government in the States of Lawksawk, Nawng Wawn, Wanyin, 
Hsatung, Samka and Méng Pai, but no reports have yet been made. 

The year’s cotton crops were not good, and the price of raw 
cotton was 9 annas a viss, an anna higher than usual. 

The Mawson silver mines were worked spasmodically during the 
year. Two hundred and eighteen baskets of ore, yielding 1,507 viss 
of refined lead, 2,541 viss of oxydized lead and 577 ticals of silver 
were extracted from the Siyet mines. From the Mawsén mines 
the figures were 1543 heieate of ore, of which 147? baskets were 
smelted with ore from the previous year, producing 12,427 viss of 
refined lead, 1,948 viss of oxydized lead and 378,*, ticals of silver. 
The Public Works Department bought 3,614 viss of refined lead, 
and 12,420 viss were exported to Burma. Permission was granted 
to sell oxydized lead to bond fide potters in the Shan States, and to 
encourage the industry, royalty on such sales was remitted for 


three years.

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BRITISH AND GERMAN COAL AT HAMBURG IN 1904. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
a report™ drawn up by H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg 
(Sir W. Ward) on the import trade of British and German 
(Westphalian) coal into Hamburg during the year 1904, from 
which the following particulars are taken :— 

“The following figures will show that, in spite of an increase of 
112,000 tons in the importations of German (Westphalian) coal, 
there was last year a slight falling off in the aggregate coal 
importations to this port as compared with those in 1903, owing 
to the importations of British coal having diminished by 
113,000 tons :—

“The importations of American coal in 1904 were quite trifling. 
The decrease in 1904 in the importations of British coal was, 
it has to be observed, not due to any falling off in the demand for 
the British product at Hamburg or in German inland markets, 
but was caused mainly by the interruption of the Elbe navigation, 
owing to the long drought, during several months of last year. 
The supplies of British coal destined for Berlin and other markets 
of the interior of Germany, which usually are imported into 
Hamining and forwarded from thence by the river Elbe to those 
destinations, were last year shipped to a considerable proportion 
to Stettin and thence conveyed by rail to the interior of Prussia. 
The fact that, in spite of these shipments not having reached 
Hamburg during several months, the total falling off in last year’s 
importations of British coal to this port was not much more 
considerable than stated above, proves at the same time that the 
consumption in 1904 at Hamburg itself, and in the surrounding 
district, must have largely exceeded that of the preceding year. 

“ Another occurrence ‘which, to a certain degree, interrupted 
the import trade of British coal into this port in 1904, was the 
strike of the dock labourers employed here in discharging coal 
laden vessels, which lasted during nearly two months of last 
summer. 

‘“‘ As regards the prices of British coal in 1904, these remained 
low throughout the greater part of the year in spite of the large

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shipments of Welsh coal to Eastern Asia, owing to the depressed 
state of many branches of British industries (in particular of the 
iron industry) during the summer and autumn. It was only 
towards the end of last year that the tone of the British coal 
market became somewhat more firm. The rates of sea freight 
from the United Kingdom to Hamburg continued equally low as 
in 1903, nor is there any prospect at present of a rise. 

‘““Qnly very few contracts for British coal are stated to have 
been concluded here as yet for the current year; consumers are 
still holding back, in expectation of an improvement in the condi- 
tion of the more important German industries. 

‘Business at Hamburg in Westphalian coal bore a similar 
character in 1904 to that of the preceding year, and is said to have 
yielded little profit to merchants at this port. In spite of the 
restrictions placed upon production, the German Coal Syndicate is 
stated to have had considerable difficulty in disposing of the 
largely accumulated stocks; and it is thought that, by means of 
fair concessions to the Hamburg market, a much larger proportion 
of those stocks, than was actually the case, might have been got 
rid of. Towards the end of the year, however, the Syndicate, in 
spite of the competition of the Welsh collieries, which are so 
much more favourably situated than those of Westphalia, was able 
to obtain several important contracts for the shipment of German 
coal to Eastern Asia; only a small portion of these were, however, 
shipped from Hamburg. 

‘With regard to the prospects of the import trade of West- 
phalian coal to Hamburg during the year 1905, these are, so far, 
considered very uncertain. Most contracts for delivery of West- 
phalian coal run respectively to the end of March or of June next. 
Although the Westphalian Coal Syndicate has, it is said, promised 
reductions in the prices for al! new contracts, these reductions are 
not considered here of sufficient importance for inducing merchants 
and shipowners at this port to enter, at all events at present, upon 
any more important transactions.” 





FOREIGN TRADE OF RUSSIA. 


In a despatch to the Foreign Office, H.M. Ambassador at 
St. Petersburg summarises the statistics of the foreign trade of 
Russia for the first nine months of 1904, recently published by 
the Department of Customs. He adds that the figures may be of 
interest as furnishing some means of judging how far the war has 
yet affected the commercial prosperity of the country. 

The total value of exports and imports for the period in question 
is returned at 115,770,0001., as compared with 120,510,000/. in 
1903. Of this diminution imports only account for 70,000/., 
while exports show a falling off of 4,670,000. ‘The most notice- 
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able reduction in exports, more than accounting for the total 
diminution, is under the head of grain, the export of which has 
fallen 10°7 per cent. in quantity, and 10°9 per cent. in value 
(from 37,900,0002., in 1903, to 33,900,0002., in 1904). Under 
this head the only exports which show an increase are barley and 
flour, of which, however, the export has only increased in amount, 
but not in value. 

Other exports which show an important diminution are :— 

Sugar, from 950,000/. in 1903 to 450,000/. in 1904, due 
doubtless to the closing of foreign markets by the Brussels 
Convention ; oilseeds, from 860,000/. to 700 0001. flax, from 
2,000,000. ia 19038 to 3.,000,0001. in 1904, due to the failure of 
the flax crop, which was 20 per cent. below that of 1908; and 
lumber, from 910,0002. in 1903 to 860,0002. in 1904. 

The export of petroleum on the other hand has increased from 
3,230,000/. in 1903 to 4,170,000/. in 1904. 

Among imports a reduction appears in raw cotton, wood, seeds 
and plants, leather, paraffin, coal, colours, iron, tin, lead, wool, 
silk and cotton yarn, while there is an increase under the heads 
cast-iron, copper, zinc, coke, chemical products, tallow, beeswax, 
and jute. 

The most important reduction is under the head of raw cotton, 
which shows a falling of from 930,000/. in 1903 to 850,000/. in 
1904, and the price having risen about 30 per cent., the reduction 
in quantity is still more considerable. This must be, at least in 
part, attributable to the war, which has closed the important 
market for cotton goods in Manchuria. 

The harvest of 1904 having been 14 per cent. above the average 
of the last five years, it is expected that the reduction in the 
export of grain will be made up during the last three months of 
the year, exporters having been disposed to hold back on account 
of the small demand abroad, and a rise of prices on the home 
market. If these expectations are realised it would appear that 
the war has not yet very seriously affected the foreign trade of 
Russia. 

The Customs receipts for the period under consideration 
amounted to 16,000,000/., showing a falling off of 400,000/. as 


compared with the same period of the preceding year. 





LIQUORICE ROOT TRADE IN MESOPOTAMIA. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from Major 
L. S. Newmarch, Political Resident in Turkish Arabia and H.M. 
Consul-General at Baghdad, transmitting a memorandum on the 
trade in liquorice root in Mesopotamia, from which the following 
particulars are extracted :— 

The liquorice plant grows wild in patches of varying sizes all 
along the banks of the Euphrates from Meskeneh (opposite 
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Aleppo) down to Diwanieh, and of the Tigris from Moosul down 
to Koot-el-Amara. It is also found in the Dari fields of the 
Kharbur river, in the gardens of the Diala river, and at the 
northern end of the Gharraf river (Shat-el-hai). 

The upper Euphrates flows through a broad flat valley three to 
seven miles wide, narrowing gradually down to Musayeb, where 
the river runs at about the same level as the sur rounding plain. 

The patches of liquorice occur only on the inside (of "the cir- 
cuitous) curves of the banks of the rivers formed by the slow fall 
of about one foot per 100 miles in the average level. They extend 
rarely more than one mile back from the bank, and never more 
than two miles. 

The plant grows to a maximum height of about 10 feet, but its 
average height does not exceed four to five feet, and its branches 
are a staple article of fuel in Baghdad and in other town and 
villages. It requires a good deal of moisture, and benefits by the 
occasional floods that occur every few years during abnormal rises 
in the rivers. The soil is more favourable to the plant in the 
northern districts where more alluvium and clay and humus exist ; 
below Koot-el-Amara on the Tigris and Diwanieh on the Euphrates, 
the admixture of sand becomes too great. It is generally only the 
fellaheen Arabs who will dig the root. Bedouins scorn any sort 
of manual labour, but some of the less nomadic tribes are occasion- 
ally induced to allow their women folk to earn money by digging 
root. On the upper Tigris Kurdish tribes are also available. 

At present there are about 5,000 Arabs earning a livelihood by 
digging liquorice root. They bring it to the receiving station, 
where it is weighed, and then fever) Later it is shipped down to 
Basrah to be hydraulically pressed into bales for export to America 
and Europe. The difficulties of navigation in the lower Euphrates 
necessitate at present the transport of the root dug there by camel 
to the Tigris, and even on the Tigris-shipments by native sailing 
craft during the low river season, say from July to November, are 
difficult and hazardous. 

The collections are made chiefly in the winter months when the 
leaves have fallen and the branches have dried up. It is then that 
ths root contains most juice. The quantity collected does not 
exceed a maximum of 10,000 tons per annum. The United States 
of America take about 85 per cent. of the total. In that country 
alone the value of liquorice in sweetening and rendering manufac- 
tured tobacco more palatable is fully appreciated. 

The industry in Mesopotamia was first organised on an impor- 
tant scale ]0 years ago, but the company who have taken up the 
manufacture in America of liquorice paste now control the collec- 
tion of liquorice root in Mesopotamia. 

The average value of the root at the time of export from 


Basrah is about 5/. per ton.

‘“‘In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 22 and 23 of 
the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (VIII. of 1878), in modification of the 
Tariff values fixed by the Indian Tariff Act, 1894 (VIII. of 1894), 
as amended by the Indian Tariff Act (1894) Amendment Act, 
1896 (III. of 1896), and as further altered from time to time by 
notifications according to law, the Governor-General in Council 
is pleased to fix, with effect from the Ist of January, 1905, for 
the articles specified in column 2 of the schedule vw. annexed, 
the Tariff values stated in column 4 of the said schedule. 

“ Provided that nothing in this Notification shall affect any addi- 
tional duty imposed under the powers conferred by Sections 8 A

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NATAL. 


A copy of the “ Natal Government Gazette ” for 20th December 
Regulations last has been received containing a Proclama- 
wep bitin, (No. 137 of 1904) which lays down certain 
tion of Food regulations under section 13 of the Natal 
Act, 1901. Adulteration of Food Act (No. 45 of 1901), for 
the purpose of “determining what deficiency 
in any of the normal constituents of genuine milk, cream, butter 
or cheese, or what extraneous matter or proportion of water in any 
sample of milk (including condensed milk), cream, butter or cheese, 
shall raise a presumption, until the contrary is proved, that the 
milk, cream, butter or cheese is not genuine or is injurious to health.” 
The Proclamation provides, tnter alia, for the purposes of the 
above-mentioned Act, that imported butter containing a higher 
percentage of water than 15 per cent. and condensed milk contain- 
ing asmaller percentage of butter fat than 10 per cent. (unless 
sold as being manufactured from skimmed or partially-skimmed 
milk), shall be regarded as not genuine. 

‘“‘ Margarine or ‘filled’ cheese shall be subject to the same 
regulations applying to margarine under section 12 of the Act 
No. 45 of 1901, viz., every person manufacturing, importing or 
dealing in margarine ‘cheese or ‘filled’ cheese shall conform to the 
following regulations :—Every package, parcel or vessel. whether 
open or “closed, containing margarine or ‘filled’ cheese shall be 
conspicuously marked ‘ margarine cheese’ on the top, bottom and 
sides in pr inted capital letters, and every person selling margarine 
or ‘ filled’ cheese by retail, save in a package duly mar ked as afore- 
said, shall in every case deliver the same to the purchaser ina 
paper wrapper on which shall be conspicuously printed ‘ margarine 
cheese ’ in capital letters.” 

The addition to butter of any extraneous matter or any preserva- 
tive other than boric acid, or the addition to butter of a greater 
proportion of boric acid than 15 grains of boric acid to 1 lb. of 
butter, shall be regarded as injurious to health.

Jl ergan cotton 
firms have informed the railway autborities that they could despatch 
up to 500,000 pouds of winter cotton under certain reduced tariff 
and fixed delivery terms, but so far the question remains open as 
to whether cotton of the current season will be sent by the new 
line or not. The amount of cotton conveyed by the Central Asian 
railway to Krassnovodsk was 5,644,218 pouds in 1903, as com- 
pared with 6,012,512 pouds in 1902. :

NATAL. 
The ‘‘ Natal Government Gazette” of 20th December contains a 


Government Notice (No. 880 of 1904) to the 
effect that, subject to the annual vote by Parlia- 
ment of the necessary funds, a bounty will be 
paid on gold production in the Colony of Natal. 

Payments during the financial year, ending 30th June, 1905, 
will be made under the following conditions :— 

1. The bounty shall be payable only on gold legally won after 
Ist December, 1904, from claims held under the Natal Mines Act, 
1899, or from gold mining leases held under Zululand Proclama- 
tion VII., 1894. 

2. The bounty will be paid to the person who, at the time the 
bounty is paid, is registered as holder of the claim or lease from 
which the gold has been obtained. 

3. Claims for the bounty must be addressed to the Commissioner 
of Mines, Pietermaritzburg, and must be accompanied by the 
receipt for royalty payable to the Government on the gold. 

4. Payments will be made at the rate of 10s. per ounce of fine 
gold won, on which the claim to payment of bounty is proved 
before 30th June, 1905. 

5. In order that the payment of bounty may not be delayed, 
interim payments of royalty will be received at Mines’ Department 
Offices. 

If the bounty is continued. after the 30th June, 1905, the rate 
payable will be varied from time to time by the Government 
according to the proportion which the probable gold production 
may bear to the grant made by Parliament.

The British Commercial Agent in Russia (Mr. Henry Cooke) 
reports that, according to the ‘‘ Commercial 
and Industrial Gazette” of St, Petersburg of 
24th December/6th January, an agreement has 
been arrived at recently between Ural iron- 
works with regard to the sale of roofing iron-plate. At present it 
has taken the form of a private agreement between the partici- 
pators, disposing approximately of 80 per cent. of the Ural output 
of roofing iron-plate, ‘The Ural works propose to attract not only 
the other Ural producers, standing aside meanwhile, but also 
those in other parts of Russia, more particularly the Southern 
works, and then only to form a syndicate, in the form of a share 
company, for the sale of roofing iron.

The plant has been introduced into India, 
Borneo, the West Indies, and other parts of the world, but only in 
the Philippine Islands has the fibre ever been successfully 
produced as an article of commerce.

British Guiana first decided to conduct these 
experiments at the close of 1902. ‘'wenty-five varieties of rice, 
fifteen of which were ordinary paddy and ten hill paddy, were 
imported from Ceylon. The former grew very well, and steps 
have been taken to extend the cultivation. Sufficient data is now 
available to form an accurate opinion as to the yields of the 
different kinds. The hill-paddy unfortunately became heated 
during transit, and the first sowings entirely failed to germinate. 
After considerable diftic ‘ulty, a few grains of each of eight varieties 
were successfully grown, and from these a fairly large quantity 
has gradually been obtained. The Board have arranged, as soon 
as possible, to distribute the most promising of both varieties 
among persons interested in the cultivation. 

An expert has pronounced on the relative merits of ten out of 
twenty-two samples submitted by the Board. These ten varieties, 
the expert states, are best adapted to the system of milling and 
curing practised in the colony, and to the production of the best 
quality of rice both for local consumption and for export. It is 
noteworthy that in the first group, which, in addition to two 
imported varieties, contained a sample of the ordinary creole rice, 
the two parcels selected by the expert were of hill-paddy, which 
the experiments showed would probably be the highest yielders. 
In the second group, the expert favoured two samples of hill-rice, 
and one of the ordinary kind; the third group has one sample of 
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hill-paddy and one of creole ; the fourth two samples of hill-paddy 
and one of creole. The expert’s report goes to prove the good 
quality of the hill-rice, the value of which is accentuated by the 
fact that it grows with a minimum of water supply, and is far less 
adversely affected by drought than the ordinary kinds. So far as 
Professor Harrison’s experiments have gone, they indicate that 
hill-rice requires about four months to come to maturity, whilst 
the creole paddy, under similar conditions, takes nearly five-and-a- 
half months. Moreover, the yields of many of the imported 
varieties were considerably larger than those of the creole rice.

The report states that the value of imports for the year of report 
has been calculated on the lines suggested by the Departmental 
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Committee on the Compilation of Import and Export Statistics in 
the Colonies which reported in October, 1891; and for purposes 
of comparison some 14 or 15 per cent. should be added to the 
import totals of previous years.

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PORTUGAL. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, an 
extract from the ‘‘ Economista Portuguez” con- 
Trade in 1903. taining a summary of the commercial statistics 
of Portugal for the year 1903, which have 

recently been published. 

They show that after the decline which occurred in 1901 and 
1902 the total special trade of Portugal, exclusive of specie, rose 
again in 1903 to 89,409 contos of reis (16,937,7101.), exceeding 
the figures of the previous year by 5,378 contos (484,0201.), and 
almost equalling those of 1900. 

As always, the imports, with 58,806 contos (11,173,140/.) 
largely exceed the exports (30,603 contos, or 5,814,5701.), leaving 
what is termed a “ deficit” of 28,203 contos. 

An analysis of the imports shows that nearly half the total 
represents raw materials, and nearly another quarter food-stuffs. 

Of exports, food-stuffs contribute over half of the total, wine 
alone being responsible for a third of it, while raw materials, the 
next mosti important item, represent one-fifth. 

Analysing the total general trade, exclusive of specie, by 
countries, it is seen that of a total of 124,562 contos of reis 
(23,666,780/.), the trade with Great Britain amounts to 32,064 
contos (6,092,160/.), or over a quarter, while Germany with 16,651 
contos (3,163.6901.) is the next largest customer, and Spain 
follows with 15,939 contos (2,648,4101.). 

The trade with the Portuguese Colonies amounted to 19,500 


contos (3,705,000/.).

ECUADOR.
